those in the United Slates census re- 
port. Mr. Emery says that his esti- 
mate is conservative. Following is bis 
estimate of the value of all Wisconsin 
dairy products for the year 1913: 
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Mr Emery holds that Wisconsin se- 


cures the high price it does for its 
dairy products by reason of the better 
flavor and better keeping qualities 
(which are the important factors in 
determining the commercial value of 
any dairy product).

Part of the loans wanted were merely 
to take up old obligations by new issues, but in every 
case there was also a demand for additional capital, 
which would have Increased the total Indebtedness. 


The war has dealt a death blow to these expecta- 


tions. In the famous Jockey club at Buenos Aires, 
where International finance Is discussed. It Is now 
perfectly understood that with the European coun- 
tries staggering for the next 50 years under the 
debts which the war will create there will be no 
more loans for South America. 
The same under- 


standing exists 011 the coffeo exchange In Rio de 
Janeiro and on the bourse la Santiago. 


Temporarily some of the South American countries 


will Buffer as much 
from 


the 
war v as 
the 
nations 


which actually are engaged 
in it. 
They will not only 


be unable to obtain money 
abroad but aJso their whole 
foreign 
commerce will be 


dislocated through the loss 
of markets.

Kite Signaling of French Navy. 


N'ovol ways of signaling were tried 


out recently during the naval ma- 
neuvers in the Mediterranean by men 
aboard the French warships. 
It was 


generally conceded that the testa with 
box kites were most etTlcient. 
The 


results proved that the box kites, be- 
ing light, can be Uolated even when 
there la but a slight breeze; and their 


j slzo makes them easilj' discernible 


from great distances. The signal sys- 
tem used was similar to that of the 
flag system. Various combinations of 
kite groupings were used. While this 
system of signaling Is not quite so 
fast as slgnnling by means of flags, 
It Is more definite, It Is claimed, and 
can be seen for miles around. 
The 


success of the experiment has led to 
to a recommendation to the French 
government that the system be Intro- 
duced generally In the navy of France. 
—Scientific American. 


The Skin's Resistance. 


Professor von Pfungen has been en- 


gaffed with experiments In his labora- 
tory at Vienna upon the resistance 
which the human skin affords to the 
electric current. He operates by pass- 
ing the current through the body from 
one hnnd to the other and measuring 
the amount by a sensitive galvanom- 
eter. 


His researches bear upon the rela- 


tion of the atata of the nervous sys- 
tem to the electric resistance of the- 
skin, and he claims that nervous ex- 
citement of any kind lowers the pro- 
tecting power of the skin to quite a 
marked extent.

South American public men and the diplomatic 


representatives of the different governments in 
Washington who know how great the dependence 
has been on Europe and who understand 
fully 


the fiscal status of their respective countries, in- 
evitably turn their eyes to the United States, and 
It is through them that the query comes as to 
whether the United States can supply a few hun- 
dred millions capital. 


The answer which may be given to the question 


•will determine whether the United States is to 
obtain commercial supremacy and to dominate 
South America financially. 


European financiers who until the New York 


Stock exchange was closed were getting gold by 
unloading- American securities in their look ahead 
ore now doubtless revolving the same question as 
to what the United States may do in the way of 
financing South America. 
To them the question 


takes the form of a query: 
Whether any of the 


$2,000,000,000 indebtedness of the South American 
governments can be shifted to the United, States, 
nnd if iso how soon and under what terms? 


Two billion dollars represents in round numbers 


what the South American countries owe in the 
form of public debts. What may be called the na- 
tional debts do not foot up this sum, but the mu- 
nicipal and state or provincial debts, some of 
which are not guaranteed by the national govern- 
ment, bring up the total. 


All the South American countries have had the 


borrowing habit. Some of the weaker and more 
reckless ones have given the whole continent a 
bad name. 
Yet the truth is that In view of re- 


sources and natural wealth and the rapid develop- 
ment that has been going on ?2, 000, 000,000 is not 
an extravagant public debt total. 


It will be found, moreover, that the very large 


proportion of the debts has been created by the 
countries which are solvent and which scrupulous- 
ly meet their obligations. 


Since the International Imbroglio, In which the 


United States took a hand, Venezuela has been 
paying off its debt until now the total amount 
outstanding la less than $35,000,000. 


Colombia has what Is known as a consolidated 


debt, which does not exceed $24,000,000. 
The 


country has managed to meet the Interest in a 
moaner to satisfy even the critical British foreign 
bondholders, committee. 
Colombia, 
whether It 


geta the $26,000,000 Panama gratuity from the 
United States or not. wants a general loan of 
something like $60,000,000 to build railways and 
rehabilitate the country generally. 


Ecuador has a public debt not exceeding $20.- 


000,000, most of which grows out of the bonds 
issued for the Guayaquil and Quito railway. These 
are held in England, France and the United States. 
The provision made for the sanitation of Guaya- 
quil carried with it a prospective loan of SI0,000.- 


000. 
A proposition which was brought to New 


York bankers a year ago was for a blanket loan 
of $45,000,000 to $50,000,000 to take up outstanding 
obligations, provide for the sanitation of Guaya- 
quil and to leave a balance for national purposes. 
A New York banking house a few years ago tided 
Ecuador over a stringency by means of a tem- 
porary loan and realized a very handsome profit. 


Peru, after the war with Chile in 188.1, was left 


with a debt BO monumental that it never could 
have recovered if the burden had remained. 
The 


country worked out of the situation by turning 
over the state railways under a long lease to the 
Peruvian corporation, which was also given the 
remaining guano deposits and various land con- 
cessions. 


The Peruvian corporation aud the government 


have had more or less friction under the arrange- 
ment; but so far as Its status as a borrowing na- 
tion was concerned Peru was able to face the 
world without a big debt. During the last quarter 
ol a century the total indebtedness Incurred has 
riot been large. It now amounts approximately to 
$35,000,000. 
Peru was In the market for a. loan 


when the European war broke out. 


Boll via,« the 
rriidcontinent country of South 


America, left by the war with Chile without a 
seaport, also was able to start the peace era with- 
out a big national debt. 
The amount of the dif- 


ferent forms of what may be called the Bolivian 
debt is now between $19,000,000 and $20,000,000. 


Paraguay, on account of Its numerous revolu- 


tions and possibly for other reasons, never has 
had much success In securing money from Eu- 
rope. Itr present public debt is between $12,000,- 
000 and 513,000,000. The opening of railway com- 
munications with Buenos Aires and other chap- 
ters of peaceful development have inclined Euro- 
pean financiers to look more favorably on Para- 
guay, and a loan for the country was In prospect 
until a month ago. 
Now, If Paraguay borrows, it 


will have to be In New York Instead of In London. 


Taking the group of countries which are not 


large borrowers out of ken, It will be found that 
the bulk of the public debts of South American 
countries are those of the Argentine republic, 
Brazil, Chile and Uruguay. 
This group of coun- 


tries owes Europe—that Is, the governments owe 
Europe—more than $1,700,000,000. They are able 
to meet their obligations, though some of the 
loans may require refunding on new basis. 


The borrowing nations are really the A.-B.-C., 


or mediating South, American countries which 
helped President Wilson settle the Meilcaii Im- 
broglio, and Uruguay. 


The total of the Argentine obligations Is varia- 


ble, 
according to the amount of cedulas, or na- 


tional mortgage bonds, -which are In circulation. 


Two years ago the Argentine debt 
was approximately JGE7.000.000. A 
year later it had rleeii nominally 
to $732,000,000. 


Something more than a year ago 


Argentina sought to float a new 
loan in France, but the conditions 
were unfavorable. 
A new loan on 


the same bnsis would 
doubtless 


still be desirable, but the Argen- 
tine government 
would 
look 
to 


Now York rather than to Paris or 
London for funds. 


Brazil's various debt issues now 


approximate 
$060,000.000. 
There 


have been loans 
for public Im- 


provements 
aud 
other 
objecta. 


Brazil, as a vast country, greater 
In size than the United States, with 
undeveloped resources the extent 
of which Is not yet known, lias 
been a free borrower. 


Within the last year there have 


beon various propositions for new 
loans to take up the old ones. 
It 


Is not likely that any Brazilian loan 
can DOW be floated in Europe and 
none is 
therefore 
likely 
to 
be 


sought by the government. Later, 


when the Inevitable readjustment takes place, 
Brazil most likely will seek to place her loans 
In the United States. • 


Chile now has outstanding obligations in the 


nature of public debts to the amount of $210,000.- 


000. 
The country hag borrowed largely on the 


underlying security of the nltrnte bpds and thn 
revenue to be obtained from them. The European

Kite Signaling of French Navy. 


Novel ways of signaling were tried 


out recently during the naval ma- 
neuvers in the Mediterranean by men 
aboard the French warships. It was 
generally conceded that the tests with 
box kites were most efficient. 
The 


results proved that the box kites, be- 
ing light, can be hoisted even when 
there is but a slight breeze; and their 
size makes them easily 
discernible 


from great distances. The signal sys- 
tem used was similar to that of the 
flag system. Various combinations of 
kite groupings were used. While this 
system of signaling Is not quite so 
fast as signaling by means of flags, 
it is more definite, it is claimed, and 
can be seen for miles around. 
The 


success of the experiment has led to 
to a recommendation to the French 
government that the system be intro- 
duced generally in the navy of France. 
—Scientific American. 


The Skin's Resistance. 


Professor von Pfungen has been en- 


gaged with experiments in his labora- 
tory at Vienna upon the resistance 
which the human skin affords to the 
electric current. He operates by pass- 
ing the current through the body from 
one hand to the other and measuring 
the amount by a sensitive galvanom- 
eter. 


His researches bear upon the rela- 


tion of the state of the nervous sys- 
tem to the electric resistance of the 
skin, and he claims that nervous ex- 
citement of any kind lowers the pro- 
tecting power of the skin to quite a 
marked eitent.

Money Rack 


AN the United States spare South 
America $500,000,000 during the next 
five years? Can it "supply $100,000,000 
during the next 12 months? 


South America wants these amounts 


within the period stated. The needs 
of several of the countries are press- 
ing. They must get money somewhere. 


When the war cloud broke at least 


half a dozen countries were negotiat- 
ing in Europe for loans. Most of them 


were in the midst of commercial and financial crises 
due to economic causes which were at work the 
world over. Part of the loans wanted were merely 
to take up old obligations by new Issues, but in every 
case there was also a demand for additional capital, 
which would have increased the total indebtedness. 


The war has dealt a death blow to these expecta- 


tions. In the famous Jockey club at Buenos Aires, 
where International finance Is discussed, It is now 
perfectly understood that with the European coun- 
tries staggering for the next 50 years under the 
debts which the war will create there will be no 
more loans for South America, 
The same under- 


standing exists on the coffee exchange in Rio de 
Janeiro and on the bourse In Santiago. 


Temporarily some of the South American countries 


will suffer as much from 
the war as the 
nations 


which actually are engaged 
in it. 
They will not only 


be unable to obtain money 
abroad but also their whole 
foreign commerce will be 
dislocated through the loss 
of markets. 


Some of the 
countries 


have met the emergency by 
following the 
example of 


the European nations and 
d e c r e e i n g moratoriums. 
Harassed South American 
financial 
Institutions 
and 


big commercial firms which 
were 
in 
difficulties 
may 


therefore bless the war as 
avoiding the necessity 
Of 


forced payments, but they 
will welcome it only as a 
means of immediate relief 
to debtors who otherwise 
would be forced into bank- 
ruptcy.

South American public men and the diplomatic 


representatives of the different governments in 
u ashlngton who know how great the dependence 
has been on Europe and who understand fully 
the fiscal status of their respective countries, in- 
evitably turn their eyes to the United States, and 
It is through them that the query comes as to 
whether the United States can supply a few hun- 
dred millions capital. 


The answer which may be given to the question 


will determine whether the United States is to 
obtain commercial supremacy and to dominate 
South America financially. 


European financiers who until the New York 


Stock exchange was closed were getting gold by 
unloading American securities in their look ahead 
are now doubtless revolving the same question as 
to what the United States may do in the way of 
financing South America. To them the question 
takes the form of a query: 
Whether any of the 


$2,000,000,000 indebtedness of the South American 
governments can be shifted to the United States, 
and if so how soon and under what terms? 


Two billion dollars represents in round numbers 


what the South American countries owe in the 
form of public debts. What may be called the na- 
tional debts do not foot up this sum. but the mu- 
nicipal and state or provincial debta, some of 
which are not guaranteed by the national govern- 
ment, bring up the total. 


All the South American countries have had the 


borrowing habit. Some of the weaker and more 
reckless ones have given the whole continent a 
bad name. Yet the truth is that in view of re- 
sources and natural wealth and the rapid develop- 
ment that has been going on $2,000,000,000 is not 
an extravagant public debt total. 


It will be found, moreover, that the very large 


proportion of the debts has been created by the 
countries which are solvent and which scrupulous- 
ly meet their obligations. 


Since the International Imbroglio, in which the 


United States took a hand, Venezuela has been 
paying off its debt until now the total amount 
outstanding is less than $35,000,000. 


Colombia has what Is known ae a consolidated 


debt, which, does not exceed $24,000,000. 
The 


country has managed to meet the interest In a 
manner to satisfy even the critical British foreign 
bondholders, committee. 
Colombia, whether It 


gets the $26,000,000 Panama gratuity from the 
United States or not. wants a general loan of 
something like $50,000,000 to build railways and 
rehabilitate the country generally. 


Ecuador has a public debt not exceeding $20.- 


000,000, most of which grows out of the bonds 
issued for the Guayaquil and Quito railway. These 
are held in England, France and the United States. 
The provision made for the sanitation of Guaya- 
quil carried with it a prospective loan of $10,000,- 
000. 
A proposition which was brought to New 


York bankers a year ago was for a blanket loan 
of $45,000,000 to $50,000,000 to take up outstanding 
obligations, provide for the sanitation of Guaya- 
quil and to leave a balance for national purposes. 
A New York banking house a few years ago tided 
Ecuador over a stringency by means of a tem- 
porary loan and realized a very handsome profit. 


Peru, after the war with Chile in 1881, was left 


with a debt so monumental that it never could 
have recovered if the burden had remained. The 
country worked out of the situation by turning 
over the state railways under a long lease to the 
Peruvian corporation, which was also given the 
remaining guano deposits and various land con- 
cessions. 


The Peruvian corporation and the government 


have had more or less friction under the arrange- 
ment; but so far as its status as a borrowing na- 
tion was concerned Peru was able to face the 
world without a big debt. During the last, quarter 
of a century the total indebtedness incurred has 
not been large. It now amounts approximately to 
$35,000,000. Peru was in the market for a loan 
when the European war broke out. 


Bolivia,, the m'idcontlnent country of South 


America, left by the war with Chile without a 
seaport, also was able to start the peace era with- 
out a big national debt. The amount of the dif- 
ferent forms of what may be called the. Bolivian 
debt is now between $19,000,000 and $20,000,000. 


Paraguay, on account of Its numerous revolu- 


tions and possibly for other reasons, never haa 
had much success in securing money from Eu- 
rope. Itr present public debt is between $12,000,- 
000 and $13,000,000. The opening of railway com- 
munications with Buenoa Aires and other chap- 
ters of peaceful develqpment have inclined Euro- 
pean financiers to look more favorably on Para- 
guay, and a loan for the country was in prospect 
until a month ago. Now, If Paraguay borrows, It 
will have to be In New York Instead of In London. 


Taking the group of countries which are not 


large borrowers out of ken, It will be found that 
the bulk of the public debts of South American 
countries are those of the Argentine republic, 
Brazil, Chile and Uruguay. This group of coun- 
tries owes Europe—that is, the governments owe 
Europe—more than $1,700,000,000. They are able 
to meet their obligations, though some of the 
loans may require refunding on new basis. 


The borrowing nations are really the A.-B.-C., 


or mediating South. American countries which 
helped President Wilson settle the Mexican Im- 
broglio, and Uruguay. 


The total of the Argentine obligations is varia- 


ble, according to the amount of cedulas, or na- 
tional mortgage bonds, which are In circulation. 


Two years ago the Argentine debt 
was approximately $657,000,000. A 
year later it had risen nominally 
to $732,000,000. 


Something more than a year ago 


Argentina sought to float a new 
loan in France, but the conditions 
were unfavorable. A new loan on 
the same basis would doubtless 
still be desirable, but the Argen- 
tina government 
would look to 


New York rather than to Paris or 
London for funds. 


Brazil's various debt issues now 


approximate 
$660,000.000. 
There 


have been loans for public im- 
provements 
and 
other 
objects. 


Brazil, as a vast country, greater 
in size than the United States, with 
undeveloped resources the extent 
of which is not yet known, Ua» 
been a free borrower. 


Within the last year there have 


been various propositions for new 
loans to take up the old ones. It 
is not likely that any Brazilian loan 
can now be floated In Europe and 
none is therefore 
likely to be 


sought by the government. Later, 


when the Inevitable readjustment takes place, 
Brazil most likely will seek to place her loans 
In the United States. • 


Chile now has outstanding obligations in the 


nature of public debts to the amount of $210,000,- 
000. 
The country has borrowed largely on the 


underlying security of the nitrate beds and the 
revenue to be obtained from them. The European 
war Interferes with the demand for these fertil- 
izers and a temporary result may be that the 


'-workmen in many of the nitrate fields will be out 


of employment. However, Ihe permanent source 
of wealth which Chile possesses in the nitrate 
beds remains. 


Uruguay, for an agricultural country, may be 


assumed to have a pret.tv large debt, plnce the 
total now amounts ro $138,000,000. 
Yet Ihe re- 


public, which is on the gold standard and which 
has a dollar worth more than thf dollar of Ihe 
United States holds high rank n European finan- 
cial circles because of the certainty with which 
its financial obligations have been met. 


A few months ago when an emergency loan of 


$10,000,000 was wanted Uruguay made vain effort? 
to place it In the United States. 
Ultimately It 


had to be placed in London, Paris and Antwerp, 
at 86%. 


By far the larger part of thfi public debts of 


the South American countries Is held in England. 
While some of the loans which have been placed 
through London have been apportioned to other 
monetary centers in Europe and have been ab- 
sorbed on the continent probably between seventy 
and seventy-five per cent of the obligations re- 
main in England. 


These general facts about the debts of the 


South American countries and their distribution 
in Europe are essential to know in judging of 
the probability of American capital at some pe- 
riod in the near future relieving Europe of a part 
of its South American financial burden. Hereto- 
fore there has been no market in the United 
States. 


The main question recurs, and on It depend In 


large degree the future trade relations of tho 
United States with South America: 
Can the 


United States spare South America $50(1,000.000 
during the next five years? 
Can it supply $100,- 


000,000 during the next 12 months.

A SPIRIT OF'-I1 Alii PLAY. 


There is nothing, to prevent man from choosing any church he may see 


fit to join. 
Many choose no church; hundreds of thousands have their 


church affiliations rocked into them by the hand that rocks the world— 
mother's hand. The lullabies of mother, the prayers she teaches, the Sun- 
day school she takes or sends her child to; these are the determining fac- 
tors of religious convictions. Then why should a man be ostracised on. ac- 
count of his faith? 


If ostracism on account of creed be justifiable, then go to the mother. 


Tell her to change her lullabies,, the prayers she teaches, the church to 
which she early sends her little ones. 
Condemn the father for supplying 


his children with the means of conveyance when needed to reach the church. 


Cruel and un;unerican the man who thinks first of the man's creed and 


then of his patriotism, and believes all the trash and falsehoods published 
about every other church but his own, who reads with avidity libelous mat- 
ter about churches and religious orders to which he does not belong, and 
lends his pen and voice to spreading the infamous charges. 
The Christian 


churches caauot stand a war among themselves. They cannot afford to bat-< 
tie over creeds and teachings. They must stand as a unit, or fall never to 
rise. Wise indeed were our forebears when they engrafted in our national 
fundamental law a provision inhibiting .congress from passing any law re- 
specting the establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise there- 
of; and equally wise were the framers of our state constitution when they 
prohibited the legislature from passing any law infringing the'right of. any 
man to worship Almighty God according to the dictates of his own con- 
science, .and inhibiting control or interference with the right of conscience, 
also, prohibiting religious tests for office. We say these provisions are wise 
because their wisdom has been tested most thoroughly, and in not one 
single instance have they or any of them been found wanting. 
The right 


of conscience, to go to whatever church one cares to go to, or stay away from 
church, is an attribute to American citizenship. 


He who denies tb.is-r.ight, either directly by force or restraint, or in- 


directly by attacking a candidate for public office on account of his'church 
aDiliations, is not a good American citizen; and while ae may claim to be, 
and his life otherwise may be in consonance with every other principle of 
the feederal constitution, the fact that he denies his vote to a candidate on 
account of the candidate's church takes him out of the category of good citi- 
zenship and places him in that of intolerable bigots. If men who refuse to 
vote for their fellow men on account of religious differences had had a 
hand in.the making of our constitution would they have given us the same 
kind, ofi-religious protection we now have? 
Certainly they would not, for 


if they will oppose a man whose creed differs from theirs whenever such a 
person aspires to office, would they not have opposed the constitutional pro- 
visions guaranteeing religious freedom? 
Most assuredly they would. We 


Americans, and by Americans is meant all persons owing allegiance to the 
stars and stripes regardless of birth, are to be congratulated on having a. 
government broad enough, charitable enough and big enough for- all 
churches, and a people whose consciences ana souls compel them to frown 
upon all efforts designed to thwart their fundamental law, either directly or 
indirectly. The spirit of our; institutions is religious freedom. It is the 
only spirit that^will ever conserve them; the only safe anchorage of this 
great government of ours.—Kewaunee Enterprise.

outer redoubts, which had been bear- 
ing the brunt of the German shell fire, 
had been seriously damaged, and that 
the French commander was contem- 
plating their abandonment and with- 
drawal of the batteries to the inner

stronghold is to be fought. 


The Berlin report says that the Ger- 


mans have captured "some

Crown Prince Directs Fighting.

Also 


between Arras and the River Oise the 
allied lines have been advanced per- 
ceptibly. 


Belgians Repulse Germans. 


Recognition of the active co-opera 


tion of the Belgians in the fighting 
on the border was contained for the 
first time in official dispatches when 
their success in repulsing repeated 
attacks 
directed by the 
Germans 


against the crossings of the River 
Yser was recorded 


Fighting has been renewed at Bel- 


fort, and two violent night attacks by 
the Germans to the north and again 
to the east of Saint Die were repulsed 
by the French with severe losses to 
the enemy. 


The Germans are reported to have 


suffered new reverses in the fighting 
in Lorraine and to the east, where 
the army of the crown prince is in ex- 
tremely difficult position. 


Saint Die, on the Meurthe, 32 miles 


northeast of Epinal, was the center of 
today's attacks, which resulted in a 
repulse for the Germans with heavy 
casualties. 
The borders of both Al- 


sace and Lorraine also felt the shock 
of battle, and in the Vosges the fa- 
mous French Alpine regiments were 
in contact with German columns. 


Cut Off German Supplies, 


The Alpines' greatest achievement 


in the recent operations was the cut- 
ting of railroad communication be- 
tween Colmar, capital of Upper Al- 
sace, and 
Muelhausen, thereby in- 


creasing the difficulties of the Ger- 
mans in sending their wounded to the 
rear and bringing up supplies. 


The Germans have brought up ten- 


Inch mortars in this district, sup- 
posedly for an intended eventual siege 
of Belfort. In view of this possibility 
the French have renewed their at- 
tacks from the south and again ad- 
vanced beyond Altkirch. 


British Fleet in Action. 


Warships of the British navy with 


their big guns were sent to the coast 
to co-operate in the movement against 
the Germans at Ostend and 
other 


points 


Apparently the Germans heard this, 


and according to the Daily Mail five 
German submarines were sent out to 
attack them. 


A scout and division of British de- 


stroyers went to the support of the 
larger ships and attacked the subma- 
rines Monday. In the course of the 
action 12 torpedoes were fired by the 
submarines, but not one of them hit. 


Desperate Fighting in Flanders. 


The fighting in West Flanders and 


northern France was of the most des- 
perate character today. Both sides are 
bringing re-enforcements to this posi- 
tion, where one of the supreme stiug- 
gles of the war is on. The Germans 
are throwing every available man in 
Belgium into the firing line. 


They seem to have the railroads

Seek to Relieve Lille. 


A little further to the south the al- 


lies are attempting to advance toward 
Lille for the relief of that city, which 
has been in German hands for some 
time. 
They also are pushing on to 


the north and south of Arras. 


To the southward, at the bend of the 


line, the Germans continue to make fu- 
rious but futile attempts to break the 
French line. Along the Meuse in the 
east the Germans have failed to re- 
pulse the French troops who de- 
bouched along the territory in which 
is situated the Camp des Romaines, 
now m the hands of the Germans, in 
an attempt to cut out that portion of 
the German army which is thrust to 
ward St MShlel. 


Paris reports that the allies have de- 


stroyed 15 German machine guns, two

which were 
armored, near La 


Bassee and a battery of

heavy artillery in the environs of St. 
Mihiel.

out protection, all of Admiral Sir 
John Jellicoe's ships being engaged in 
the great North sea battle. 


l The German newspapers, by way of 
preparing public opinion for this great 
stroke, publish extravagant dispatches 
dilating on British nervousness and 
the fear of unavoidable destruction 
by Germany. 


Germans Are Impatient. 


The German fleet is described as 


awaiting with passionate impatience 
the moment when it can make a 
dash at the enemy.

British Lose Thirteen Thousand Men 


During the Month—Jap Cruiser 


Blown Up. 


London, Oct. 19.—An official report 


by General French, commanding the 
British expeditionary force, gives the 
total of killed, wounded and missing 
from September 12 to October 8 at 
j!6 officers and 12,980 men. 


The war office issued tonight anoth- 


er casualty list received trom head- 
quarters under date of September 16. 
It gives 61 noncommissioned officers 
and men as having been killed, 149 
men wounded, and 555 men missing 


Those of the killed belong entire- 


ly to the Royal Scots, the'Royal Irish 
and the East Surrey regiments. 
The 


East Surreys, the king's own Scottish 
borderers, and the Somerset light in- 
fantry figure largely in the missing 
list. 


Of the commissioned officers the list 


gives four killed and five wounded. 


Jap Cruiser Blown Up; 272 Die. 
Tokyo, Oct. 20.—Only 12 of the 


crew of 284 men aboard the Japanese 
light cruiser Takachiho were rescued 
after she struck a German floating 
mine in Kaiuchau bay at night, it was 
officially announced here. The Taka- 
chiho was doing patrol duty outside 
Tsing Tao when she fouled the mine. 
Japanese destroyers heard the explo- 
sion and saw the flames that resulted. 


They hurried to assist the cruiser, 


but she disappeared quickly. Twenty- 
eight officers, 54 noncommisioned of- 
ficers and 189 seamen perished. 


The German embassy at Washing- 


ton received from a reliable source 
in San Francisco the news that the 
British battleship Triumph had been 
so heavily damaged by the fire from 
howitzers in the Tsing Tao forts that 
it had to withdraw immediately dur- 
ing a bombardment it was conducting 
with the aid of Japanese ships. 


Four German Warships Sunk. 


London, Oct 19.—Four German tor- 


pedo boat destroyers were sunk off 
the Dutch coast by ships from the 
British fleet. The names of the ill- 
fated craft are not known. The Ger- 
man crews, totaling about four hun- 
dred men, with the exception of 31, 
made prisoners of war, were lost, the 
British loss was only one officer and 
four men slightly wounded. 


The damage to the British craft was 


slight. 


The light cruiser Undaunted, com 


manded by Capt. Cecil H. Fox, who 
was in charge of the cruiser Amphion, 
which, after sinking the German ar- 
mored cruiser Koemgin Louise, was it- 
self destroyed by a German mine on 
August 26. won a signal victory and 
avenged himself for the catastrophe 
which overtook him in the North sea. 


Captain Fox had as a convoy dur- 


ing his raid on the German ships the 
torpedo-boat destroyers Lance, Lenox, 
Legion and Loyal. 


Additional British Casualties. 


London, Oct. 19 —A casualty list 


dated October 15 and made public 
here tonight, gives 12 officers as hav 
ing been killed and 40 wounded in 
the recent fighting. 


Austria Gives Out Losses. 


Rome, Oct. 19.—Austrian losses in 


the actions against Russia, Servia and 
Montenegro until October C are ap- 
proximately estimated as follows: 


Officers killed, 435; wounded, 1,539; 


men killed, 4,334; wounded, 23,272. 
Total, 4,769 killed and 24.SU wounded 
Only eight officers and 132 men are 
stated to be missing.

These figures are official, but are de- 


clared to be approximate and are re- 
garded as underestimated. 


British Seize U. SI Ship. 


Halifax, N. S., Oct 20.—The Brit- 


ish auxiliary Caronia arrived in port 
with the American oil tank steam- 
er Brindilla, formerly the German 
steamship Washington, as a prize of 
war. 
It is claimed the Brindilla car- 


ried a cargo of contraband A prize 
crew bad boarded her. 
The capture 


was made by a British cruiser off the 
port of New York. 
The commander 


of the cruiser designated the Coronia 
to bring the ship to Halifax. 
The 


Brindilla is now at anchor in the har- 
bor, flying the American flag.

OF FALL OF ANTWERP 


International News Service. 


London.—A correspondent writing 


from Bergen-op-Zoom, Holland, gives 
a yivld description of the entry of the 
German army into Antwerp. 


The bulk of the kaiser's force did 


not enter the city until Saturday after- 
noon, when 60,000 men passed in re- 
view before General von Schultz, mili- 
tary governor of Antwerp, and Admi- 
ral von Schroeder, who, surrounded by 
a glittering staff, sat their horses in 
front of the royal palace in the Place 
de Meir. 


"For five hours the mighty host 


poured through the streets of the de- 
serted city, while the houses shook 
to the thunder of their tread," he 
writes. "Company after company, reg- 
iment after regimerit, brigade after 
brigade, swept past until the eye 
grew weary of watching the ranks of 
gray under slanting lines of steel. 


"As they marched they sang, the 


canyon formed by the high buildings 
along the Place de Meir echoing to 
their voices roaring out 'Die Wacht 
am Rhein' and 'A Mighty Fortress Is 
Our God.' 


Like an Election Parade. 


"Each regiment was headed by its 


field music and colors, and when dark- 
ness fell and street lamps were light- 
ed the shrill music of fifes, the rattle 
of drums and the tramp of marching 
feet reminded me of a torchlight elec- 
tion parade 


"Hard on the heels of the infantry 


rumbled artillery, battery after bat- 
tery. 


"Behind the field batteries rumbled 


the quick firers—the same pompoms 
whose acquaintance I had made at 
Weerde and elsewhere. 
And then, 


heralded by a blare of trumpets and 
a crash of kettledrums, came the cav- 
alry, 
cuirassiers 
in 
helmets 
and 


breastplates of burnished steel, hus- 
sare in befrogged jackets and fur bus- 
bies, and finally the uhlans, riding 
amid forests of lances under a cloud 
of fluttering pennons. 


"But this was not all, nor nearly all, 


for after the uhlans came the blue 
jackets of the naval division, broad- 
shouldered, bewhlskered fellows, with 
caps worn raklshly and a roll of the 
sea in their gait. 


"Then the Bavarian infantry in dark 


blue, the Saxon Infantry in light blue, 
and Auetrians in uniforms of beautiful 
silver gray, and last of all a squadron 
of gendarmes in silver and bottle 
green. 


"As that fighting machine swung 


past I could not but marvel at how 
the gallant, chivalrous and coura- 
geous but ill-prepared little army of 
Belgium had held it back as long as 
it had. 


Few See Entry. 


"The most remarkable' feature of 


this wonderful spectacle 
was that 


there were comparatively few persons 
to see it. So far as onlookers were 
concerned the Germans might as well 
have marched through "the streets of 
Pompeii. 
Another American and I, 


standing on the balcony of the Ameri- 
can, consulate, were the only specta- 
tors, so far as I know, In the whole 
length of the Place de Meir, which is 
the State street o£ Antwerp. It re- 
minded me of a circus that had come 
to town a day before it was expected." 


A feature of the procession was a 


victoria drawn by a fat white horse 
and with two soldiers on the box, 
which accompanied a regiment of Ba- 
varians. 
Both horse and carriage 


were decorated with flowers. It was 
evidently a species of triumphal char- 
lot, for it was filled with hampers of 
champagne. 


Pay for What They Take, 


The correspondent says the German 


soldiers treat the townspeople with 
consideration, paying in German sil- 
ver for what they take from the shops. 
Describing the fear of the Antwerp 
citizens when the kaiser's soldiers en- 
tered, the correspondent says: 


"When the mam body of troops be- 


gan entering the city on Saturda} 
morning the townspeople—those who 
had not escaped from the city—rushed 
out with beer, cheese, bread and flow- 
ers, evidently with the idea of placat- 
ing them by means of their pitiful 
little offerings. 
It was not a pleas- 


ant sight, but these people have been 
so terrified by tales of German bar- 
barities that one can hardly blame 
them." 


The correspondent estimates that 


less than one hundred civilians were 
killed during the bombardment. 


Havoc Wrought by Shells. 


Telling of the rain of shells which 


swept the city, he says' 


"A 42-centimeter shell tore com- 


pletely through a handsome stone 
house next door to United States Con- 
sul 
General 
Diederich's 
residence, 


crossed the street and exploded in the 
upper story of a school. There is not 
a block in the Boulevard Leopold that 
does not contain several 
shattered 


houses. 
No buildings were damaged 


in Place de Meir, though three shells 
struck the pavement, tearing holes 
as large as a grand piano. 


"A shell entered the roof of the Ho- 


tel St Antoine, passed through two 
bathrooms and exploded in the room 
occupied 48 hours before by the Rus- 
sian minister, destroying everything 
in it. 


Cathedral Struck. 


"The cathedral was struck only by 


one shell, which entered through the 
wall over the western entrance and ex- 
ploded over the aide chapel.

MAKE THEM HEROES 


London.—"One result of the war 


has been a distinct religious revival 
in France," says the Paris correspond- 
ent of the Times. His dispatch con- 
tinues : 


"The 
so-called 'clerical peril' has 


disappeared from popular imagination. 
Everywhere priests have been distin- 
guished for their heroism and patriot- 
ic devotion. Several have died on the 
field of battle and others are showing 


damaged. 
A shell struck the house 


occupied by an American named Hunt 
and the Dutch consul and blew the 
entire second floor into smithereens. 


"A Zeppelin hovered over-the city 


during Thursday morning's bombard- 
ment, dropping occasional bombs. 


"Though the German shrapnel cre- 


ated enough havoc, it was child's play 
compared to the damage done by the 
eiege guns. 
When a 42-centimeter 


shell struck a house It not merely 
blew a hole in it, it simply demol- 
ished it, the whole house collapsing 
into ruin as if shaken to pieces by an 
earthquake." 


Almost as much damage was caused 


by fires resulting from the bombard- 
ment as Irom the shells themselves. 
The entire west side of the Marcheux 
Souliers from the head of the Place 
de Meir to the Place Verte, including 
the Hotel de Europe, the Cafe Royale 
'and a Hue of fashionable shops oppo- 
site the Hotel St. Antome, was de- 
stroyed. A quarter of a mile of build- 
ings in the Rue van Bree, including 
the handsomest apartments in the 
city, are nothing but charred walls. 
The handsome block in the Rue de la 
Justice is completely burned. In ad- 
dition several hundred dwellings scat- 
tered through the city have been 
burned to the ground. 


Dynamite Saves Cathedral. 


Ag the city is without water, ex- 


cept such as can be pumped from tho 
river, the firemen were powerless to 
check the flames. That every building 
on the Place Verte and very probably 
the cathedral itself, was not burned Is 
due to an American resident, Charles 
Whithoff, who, realizing the extreme 
gravity of the situation, suggested to 
the German military authorities that 
they dynamite the surrounding build- 
ings. 


At ten o'clock at night word was 


sent to Brussels and at four o'clock in 
the morning six automobiles with dy- 
namite arrived and the walls were 
blown up, the German soldiers stand- 
ing on the roofs of neighboring build- 
ings and throwing dynamite > bombs. 


"It was a lively night for every one 


concerned," says the writer. 


"I was just sitting down to my first 


meal In 30 hours when the police burst 
in with the news the city was burn- 
ing," he goes on. "I found an entire 
block opposite the hotel in flames, 
and as there was no water the firemen 
were powerless to check them. When 
I discovered the block immediately 
behind the hotel was also ablaze, it 
struck me it was time to change my 
quarters. 


"After 
wandering 
through 
pitch- 


black streets for three hours, slipping 
on broken glass and stumbling over 
fallen masonry, and occasionally chal- 
lenged by German sentries, I saw a 
light in a building in the Boulevard 
Leopold. 
I rang the bell and was 


taken in by a poor little consumptive 
bookkeeper. 


Takes Over Consulate. 


"Upon calling at the consulate In 


the morning I found that Consul Gen- 
eral Diederich and Vice-Consul Sher- 
man had left two days before for parts 
unknown. As there was «. large num- 
ber of frightened people clamoring 
for reassurance and protection, and as 
there was no one else to look after 
them, I opened the consulate and as- 
sumed charge. 


"The proceeding was wholly irregu- 


lar and unauthorized, of course, and 
will probably scandalize department 
of state officials in Washington, but it 
was no time for red tape. 


"I immediately wrote a letter to the 


German commander, informing him 
that in the absence of the consul gen- 
eral I had assumed charge of the 
American and British interests in 
Antwerp and expected the fullest pro- 
tection. I received a courteous reply 
immediately, saying that every pro- 
tection would be afforded foreigners." 


USE WALKING WOOD IN 


ATTACK UPON GERMANS 


London.—A correspondent describes 


a walking wood at Crecy. The French 
and British cut down trees and armed 
themsehes with the branches 
Line 


after line of infantry, each man bear- 
ing a branch, then moved forward un- 
observed toward the enemy. 


Behind them, amid the lopped tree 


trunks, the artillerymen fixed them- 
selves and placed 13-pounders to cover 
the moving wood. 


The attack, which followed, won 


the success it merited. It almost went 
wrong, however, for the French cav- 
alrv, which was following, made a de- 
tour to pass tho wood and dashed into 
view near the ammunition reserves of

German War Machine the Most 


Elaborate Ever Devised 


by Man. 


(This article on the German war ma- 


chine was written by Dr. Graves sev- 
eral weeks before Germany's declara- 
tion of war upon Russia precipitated 
the European war. In reading the 
article It would be well to keep this 
fact in mind.) 


The numerical strength, disposition 


and efficiency of the German army are 
more or less well known. The brain 
and all-prevailing power controlling a 
fighting force of 4,500,000 men is, how- 
ever, not known. Here for the first 
time Is published an account of the 
Inside workings of the German war 
machine so far as it is possible for 
any one man to give them. Through 
my intimate connections with the Ger- 
man and other secret service sys- 
tems, through constant contact with 
prominent army and navy officers, I 
have enjoyed special facilities, of 
which I have availed myself to the 
full to gain the Inside knowledge 
which I here commit to paper. 


The Fighting Force. 


The most elaborate system ever de- 


vised by the ingenuity of man, used 
not only for war and destruction, but 
as an intelligence clearing house for 
the whole of tho empire, Is the Ger- 
man war machine. Conceived by Gen- 
eral Stein in the days of the Napole- 
onic wars, added to and elaborated by 
successive administrations, solely un- 
der tho control of the ruling house, its 
efficiency 
and perfect and smooth 


working are due to the total absence 
of political machinations or prefer- 
ences. 


Brains, ability and thorough scien- 


tific knowledge are the only passports 
for entrance in the Grosser General 
Stab, the general staff of the German 
empire. You will find blooded young 
officers and gray-haired generals past 
active 
efficiency, 
experts 
ranking 


from an ordinary mechanic to the high- 
est engineering expert, all working 
harmoniously together with one end 
in view, the acme of efficiency. 
Con 


trolled and directed by the war lord 
in person through the chief des Gros- 
sen General Stabs—at present Gen- 
eral Field Marshal von Heerlngen— 
this immense machine, the pulsing 
brain of a fighting force of 4,500.000 
men, is composed of from ISO to 200 
officials. 


At the peace of Tilsit, after the 


crushing defeat of the Prussian armies 
at Prussian Eylau and Friedland, Bo- 
naparte had Prussia and the whole of 
central Europe at his mercy. Con- 
trary to the advice of his generals, es- 
pecially the succinct advice of his often 
unheeded mentor, Talleyrand, com- 
pletely to disintegrate Prussia, Napo- 
leon, through his fondness for pretty 
women, let himself be tricked by Lou- 
ise of Prussia. 


The interesting historical story of 


this Incident may be apropos here, 
showing how the world's history can 
be changed by a kiss. At the peace 
conference In Tilsit Napoleon, on the 
verge of disintegrating Prussia, met 
the beautiful Queen Louise of Prussia. 
Through her pleadings and the im- 
print of a kiss on her classic arm, Bo- 
naparte granted Prussia the right to 
maintain a standing army of 12,000 
men. 
That in itself did not mean 


much, but it gave able and shrewd 
Prussian patriots the opportunity to 
circumvent and hoodwink Bonaparte's 
policy. 


Beginnings of German Army. 


Prussia has always been fortunate 


In producing able men at ihe most 
needed moment. 
A man arose with 


a gift for military organization. 
He 


had every province, district, town and 
village in Prussia carefully scheduled 
ftnd the able-bodied men thereof put 
on record. He selected the 12,OuO men 
permitted Prussia under the Napole- 
onic decree and drilled them. 
No 


sooner were these men drilled than 
they 
were dismissed 
and 
another 


12,000 called in. 
From this point 


dates modern conscription—the father 
of which was General Stein—and this 
also inaugurated the birth of the war 
machine. In three years Prussia had 
180,000 well-drilled men and 120,000 
reserves, quite a different proposition 
from the 12,000 men Napoleon thought 
he had to face on, his retreat from 
Moscow, and which played a decisive 
factor in the overthrow of the dictator 
of Europe. 


Through the wars of 1SG4 and 18G6 


to 1870, the Franco-Prussian war, the 
war machine of Prussia was merged 
into that of the German empire and 
is a record of increasing efforts, en- 
tailing unbelievable hard ^ork and a 
compilation of the minutest details. 
The modern system of organization— 
especially the mobilization schedules 
—is the work of Helmut von Moltke, 
the "Grosse Schwelger," the Great Si- 
lent One, the strategist of the cam- 
paign of 1S71. 


Its Present Head. 


It is curious that there is a great 


similarity between the late Moltke and 
Heerlngen. They have the same aqui- 
line features, tall, thin, dried-up body, 
the same taciturn disposition, even 
the same hobbies—Moltke being an

his comrade iu arms, General von Hul- 
sen-Haeseler—also a great strategist 
and an iron disciplinarian—Immedi- 
ately has taken command of Metz, the 
most important base and military post 
,n the emperor's domain. 


There is no man alive who knows 


one-half as much about the strategical 
position of Metz and the surrounding 
country as General von Heeringen. 
Often on stormy, bitter cold winter 
nights, sentries on outposts stationed 
at and guarding the approaches of 
Metz have been startled to find a 
gaunt, limping figure, covered by a 
gray army greatcoat with no distin- 
guishing marks, stalking along. Ac- 
companied by orderlies carrying camp 
stools and table, night glasses and 
electric torches, halting repeatedly, 
his men taking clown In writing the 
short, croaking sentences escaping be- 
tween the thin, compressed lips, the 
"Geist of Metz" has prowled round, 
measuring every foot of ground fifty 
miles east, west, north and south of 
his beloved Metz. 


The visible head of this vast organi- 


zation is called Der Grosse General 
Stab, with headquarters in Berlin. 
Each army corps has a "Kleine Gen- 
eral Stab," which sends its most able 
officers to Berlin. These officers, iu 
conjunction with the most able sci- 
entists, engineers and architects the 
empire can produce, compose the 
great general staff. The virtual head 
is the German emperor. 
The actual 


executive Is called "Chef des Grossen 
General Stabs." 


The Maker of War. ' 


There Is a small, dingy, unpreten- 


tious room in the General Stabs Ge- 
baude where, at moments of stress 
and tension or International complica- 
tions, assemble five men—his majesty, 
at the head of the table; to the right 
the chef des Grossen General Stabs; 
to the left his minister of war; then 
the minister of railways and the chief 
of the naval staff. 
You will notice 


the total absence of the ministers of 
finance and diplomacy. 
When these 


five men meet the influence of diplo- 
matic and financial affairs has ceased. 
They are there to act. The scratch- 
ing of the emperor's pen in that room 
means war, the setting in motion of a 
fighting force of 4,500,000 men. 


In order to give the reader a fairly 


correct view of tins mighty organiza- 
tion I have to explain each group sep- 
arately. The whole system rests on 
the question of mobilization, meaning 
the ability to arm, transport, clothe 
and feed a fighting force of 4,500,000 
men in the shortest possible time at 
any given point in either eastern or 
western Europe. For let It be clearly 
understood that the mam point of the 
training of the German armies is the 
readiness to launch the entire fighting 
force like a thunderbolt to any given 
point of the compass. Germany knows 
through past experience the advisabil- 
ity and necessity of conducting war 
in an enemy's country. The German 
army is built for aggression. There 
are four main groups: 


1. Organization. 
2. Transportation. 
3. Visualization. 
4. Intelligence. 
Each of these groups Is, of course, 


subdivided into numerous branches, 
which we shall go into under each in- 
dividual head. 


First comes organization. The Ger- 


! litlca! organ against the emperor's de- \ 


cision. 


The War Chest. 


Last but not least under the heading 


of organization comes the financial as- 
pect. 
Out of the five milliards of 


trancs, the war Indemnity paid by 
France to Germany In 1871, 200,000,000 
marks In gold coins, mostly French, 
were put away as the nucleus of a 
ready war chest. In a little medieval- 
looking watch tower, the Julius Thunn 
near Spandau, lies this ever-increasing 
driving force of the mightiest war en- 
gine the world has ever seen. 


It is ever increasing, for quietly and 


unobtrusively 
6,000,000 
marks 
in 


newly minted gold coins are taken 
year by year and added to the store. 


This money is under the sole con- 


trol of the military authorities. 
It 


has often been declared a myth. 
I 


know it to be a fact. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the financial straits Germany has 
gone through at times, or may go 
through, this money will never be 
touched. It is there for one -purpose 
only and that purpose Is war. 
Almost Perfect Transportation Facili- 


ties. 


One of the most Important parts of 


the organization Is the question of 
transportation. Napoleon's central Eu- 
ropean wars owed their success In a 
great measure, If not wholly, to his 
quickness of motion. 
This applies 


about tenfold in modern warfare. In 
actual armament the leading powers 
of Europe are practically on a par,

Through this vast and far-reaching 


system of transportation Germany Is 
enabled to throw a million fully 
equipped men on to either of her fron- 
tiers within 48 hours. She can double 
this host in 60 hours more. 


Visualization. 


Napoleon's dictum that an army 


marches on its stomach- Is as true to- 
day as It was then, adequate provi- 
sions for man and beast being the 
most important factor In military sci- 
ence. The economic feeding of three- 
quarters of a million men in peace 
time is work enough. It becomes a 
serious problem in the event of war, 
especially in a 
country like Ger- 


The personnel, as regards personal 
courage, stamina, or whatever you 
wish to call It, is fairly equal also. 


There is little difference in the in 


dividual prowess of French, Russian, 
English and German soldiers. This is 
well known to military experts. The 
difference Is mainly a question of dis- 
cipline, technique and preparedness, 
the main factor being, aa indicated, 
the ability to throw the greater num- 
ber of troops In the shortest possible 
time against the enemy at any given 
point, without exhausting man and 
beast unnecessarily and enervating 
the country to be traversed. 
It is 


therefore necessary to have numerous 
arteries of traffic at disposal. 
This 


will lead us later to the question of 
visualization,

Only In a country where all rail- 


roads, highways and waterways, and 
where post and telegraph are owned 
and controlled by the state IB It pos- 
sible to evolve and perfect a system 
of transportation such as is at the 
disposal of the German general staff. 
Every mile of German railroads, es- 
pecially the ones built within the last 


man army is composed of three dis- 
tinct parts—the standing army, the 
reserves and Landwehr, or militia. 


The standing army comprises 790,- 


000 officers and men. This body of 
men is ready at an instant. It is the 
reserves who need an elaborate sys 
tern of mobilization. The reserves are 
divided into two classes, first and sec- 
ond reserves. 
So is the Landwehr, 


having two levies—the first and see- 
on Aufgebot. 


Every able-bodied man on reaching 


the age of twenty-one may be called 
upon to serve the colors. One in five 
only is taken, as there Is more ma- 
tenal than the country needs—the 
fifth being selected for one of five 
branches—infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
Genie corps or the navy. The time of 
service in the infantry is two 'years; 
in the cavalry three, in the artillery 
three, in the Genie corps two, and in 
the navy three.

At any given time 
there is sufficient foodstuff for man 
and beast stored In state storehouses 
and the large private concerns to feed 
the entire German army for twelve 
months. This might seem inadequate. 
but It Is not, the authorities being well 
aware that war In Europe at the pres- 
ent time could not and would not last 
longer than such a period. 


Once a year these storehouses are 


overhauled and perishable or deterio- 
rating provisions replaced. Tens of 
thousands of tons of foodstuffs, espe- 
cially fodder, are sold far below tneir 
usual market value to the poorer 
classes, notably fanners. Likewise the 
material used by the army Is as far as 
possible supplied by the farmer direct. 


Intelligence. 


•Without doubt the most Important 


division of the general 
staff

upon whose information and efforts 
the whole machine hinges, is the intel- 
ligence department, really covering 
many different fields— for instance, 
general science, especially strategy, 
topography, ballistics, but mainly the 
procuring of information, data, plans, 
maps, etc., kept more or less secret by 
other powers.

officials are found. The training and 
knowledge required of the men In this 
service are exacting to a degree. It 
requires In most cases the undivided 
attention — often a life study — to a sin- 
gle subject. 


It has been the unswerving policy of 


the Prussian military authorities to 
know as much of the rest of the Euro- 
pean countries as they know of their 
own.

returning from a mission like one of 
those to the naval base in Scotland, 
have sat by the hour verbally ampllty- 
Ing my previous reports. 


A part of the Intelligence system Is 


the personality squad, whose duty It 
Is to acquaint themselves with the per 
aonallty of every army and navy offi- 
cer of the leading powers. 


Aerial Weapons. 


Within the last few years an en- 


tirely new, and, according to German 
Ideas, most Important factor has en- 
tered and seriously disturbed the rela- 
tive military power of European na- 
tions. This is the aerial weapon. 


Since the days of Otto Lillenthal 


and hie glider, It has been the policy 
of Germany to keep track of all inven- 
tions likely to be embodied and made 
use of in the war machine. It Is a Ar 
cry from Lilenthal's glider to the last 
word in aerial construction such as 
the mysterious Zeppelln-Parseval sky 
monster that, carrying a complement 
of twenty-five men and twelve tons of 
eiplosives, sailed across the North 
eea, circled over London, and returned 
to Germany. 


It is my purpose here to tell you 


how far Germany has advanced and 
progressed in this struggle for mas- 
tery of the sky, I shall disclose facts 
about her system that have never ap- 
peared In print—that have never been 
heard 
In conversation. They

known only to the general staff at Ber- 
lin, not even in the cabinets of Eu- 
rope.

Secret Aerial Strength. 


Germany without doubt has the most 


up-to-date aerial fleet in the world. 
The budget of the relchstag of 1908- 
1909 
allowed and provided for the 


building and maintenance of twelve 
dirigibles of the Zeppelin type. So 
far as the knowledge of the rest of 
the world is concerned this is all the 
sky navy that Germany possesses. It 
is a fact, though, that she has three 
times the number that she officially 
acknowledges. 


The dlriblgle-balloon centers In Ger 


many are five, and they are situated a! 
vitally strategic points. There are two 
on the French border, one on the Rus 
slan border, one on the Atlantic coast 
and a central station near Berlin. The 
exact places are Strassburg, Frank 
fort on the Main, Posen, Wilhelms 
hafen and Berlin. This does not in 
elude the marvelous station at Helgo 
land in the North sea, this being a 
strategic point in relation to Grea 
Britain. Nothing ia known about this 
Helgoland station. None but those on 
official business are permitted within 
a thousand yards of H. I shall tel 
things concerning It. 


Besides these purely military posts 


there are a number of commercial sta 
tlons necessary as depots of the regu 
lar transportation

Like Germany's commercia 


steamers, however, they are controllei 
and subsldzed by the government. A 
a few hours' notice they can be con 
verted and made use of for govern 
ment purposes.

Revolutionizing Discoveries. 


It may be a puzzle to American 


why, In the face-.of disasters and ace 
dents to these Zeppelins, Germany 1 
spending about $4,000,000 °n her aerial 
fleet. Now we come to a very signlfl 
cant point. I know, and certain mem 
bers of the German general staff kno 
as well ae trusted men in the aerial 
corps, that there are two conditions 
under which airships are operated In 
Germany. One Is the ordinary more 
or less well-known system which char- 
acterizes the operation of all the pas- 
senger lines now In service In the em- 
pire. It is the system under which 
all the disasters that appear In the 
newspapers occur. Airships that are 
used in the general army flights and 
maneuvers are also run under the 
same system as the passenger dirig- 
ibles—for a reason. 


The other system te an absolute se- 


cret of the German general staff. 
It 


is not used In the general maneuvers, 
only In specific cases, and these al- 
ways secretly. It has been proved to 
be effective in eliminating 75 per cent 
of the accidents which have character- 
ized all of Germany's adventures in 
dirigibles and heavier-than-air ma- 
chines. These statistics are known 
only 'among the German general staff 
officers. 
' 


Critics of the German dirigible who 


rate the French aeroplane superior 
point out that the Zeppelins have 
three serious defects—bulk and heavi- 
ness of structure, Inflammability of the 
lifting power—the gas that floats them 
—and insufficiency of fuel carriage. In 
other words, they cannot ship enough 
gas to stay in air a desirable length of 
time without coming down. The se- 
cret devices of the German war office 
have eliminated all these objectionable 
features. 
They have overcome the
